It Brats the Filter. 


AU. Graham had a bottle of perfectly 


clear water at the council meeting Monday 
night, and a communication, which was 
not read on account of-too much other busi- 
ness. 
He said he. had heard considerable 


about Springfield water, ami hail examined 
their system carefully. 
He found that they 


were getting an abundance of clear, pure 
water at iittie expense, ana cenainij at P. 
very small cost when the chararter ol the 
water supply was considered. First tt.e city 
put down a well 5:', feet deep anil r>0 feet in 
diameter, :>00 feet from the Sangamon 
river. The supply from that was insufficient 
for the city's needs, so a horizontal water 
gallery was built to connect with the .well. 
It is 1,000 feet long, is 4 feet wide, 5 feet 
high, and 35 feet under ground. It runs 
parallel with the river and is construi'teil of 
elin timber surrounded by broken sioucs. 
The gallery cost to build about $10 a liueal 
foot. The supply was at first 1,500,000 
gallons a day. 
Now it has gradually iu- 


creased to 2,500,000. The people of Spring- 
field are in every way pleased with the sup- 
ply and quality of their water. 


Aid. Graham thinks that is the solution 


of the water question. About 1,000,000 
gallons of water a day are used in Deoatur, 
and so far as filtering it goes, it might as 
well be pumped directly from the river. 
After this gallery has been built, the water 
is pumped from the well. It has altered 
through the sand and been cleansed of the 
mud and impurities. No trouble is found 
in using it in steam boiler?. -
